FROM THE BLIGHT 
ON TOMATO CROP 


Carried Through the Air At 
Fungus Spore, It Attack* 
Unripe Fruit 


SOME 
PICKING 
NOW 


I Grower Predicts Not Much 
More Than One Good 
Picking in Prospect 


A rapidly spreading tomato blight 
has brought grim forecast* from 
many total farmer* that Gila sea 
Non'* crop would he the poorest 
in several year*. 
The late blight, carried through 
the air a* a fungus spore, has at­ 
tal ked th.* unripe green tomatoes in 
many areas and has spread Into 
the ripening vegetables. 
Although most of the farmers 
have begun picking, one grower 
predicted that not much more than 
one good picking waa In prospect 
for the fields where the blight had 
struck 
The last time the blight 
hit this area in strength was In 
1946. 
I ut twine dusting Is being used by 
the farmers on their fields In an 
effort to check the blight. The wet, 
cold nights have aided the blight 
In developing, the growers say. 
Iii th** areas where the tomatoes 
have not been affected, the crop 
Is experted to be better than no r­ 
mal. aernrdlng to the farmers not 
iii the blighted sones. 
The blight has been the latest 
trouble maker 
for 
farmers, 
who 
have been plagued with |MMir grow­ 
ing condition* throughout most of 
lilt* spring and summer.
